The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to warrant a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 12, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of an electro-optic modulation device comprising a ridge portion comprising an 
electro-optic crystal as claimed, specifically comprising an insulator that covers the whole 
device. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 13, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of an electro-optic modulation device comprising abase having a top surface 
and a ridge portion comprising an electro-optic crystal as claimed, specifically comprising an 
insulator that covers the ridge portion and at least parts of the electrodes, formed on the top 
surface of the base. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 14, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of an electro-optic modulation device comprising a ridge portion comprising an 
electro-optic crystal as claimed, specifically comprising an insulator which covers a top surface 
of the ridge portion and side faces of a pair of electrodes which are continuous with the top 
surface of the ridge portion.
